HE position of science to-day and its 
immediate future are admirably dis- 
cussed in this volume of essays by dis- 
tinguished specialists in different 
branches of science, ranging irom 
astronomy .to anthropology, and from 
mechanism to medicine. ‘There are nine 
essays, all of which are delightful to 
read, and, when we mention that the 
contributors inclade Sir Frank Dyson, 
Professor G. Elliott Smith, Sir A. W. Hill 
and Professor F. G. Donnan, the reader 
may rest assured of the authority and 
accuracy of the essays. It is an admirable 
introduction to many branches of science, 
complete in one compact volume. 
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central figure, however, almost compensates 
the reader íor the absurdity of the central 
idea.

At present the name of Mr. J. §&. 
Fletcher is synonymous with a good 
detective story. It is all the more remark- 
able, therefore, when one hears his name 
in connection with a book of verse.

master of thrilling fiction has been a poet 
almost from his boyhood.

Counsel for the defence (Mr. Geoghegan), 
who had spoken for three Lours on Thursday, 
continued his speech yesterday, and did not 
conclude until 4,20, when he had. spoken for 
almost six and a half hours.

Again, we must 
remember that for some of Britain's 
foremost thinkers the new tariff scheme 
is only a means to an end—the drastic 
lowering, or even the abolition, of tariff 
walls throughout the world. It follows 
that the Free State must make the most 
careful and the most enlightened use of 
her instant opportunities. Between March 
and July her trade, stimulated by the ten 
per cent, preference, must establish itcelf 
on a sure and solid foundation in the 
British market. The bricks of this structure 
will be sound produce and modern 
inethods, but the cement must be British 
good-will towards the Irish Free State.

France and Disarmament. 
France's proposals 
were presented yesterday at Geneva. They 
amount to the provision of a naval and 
aeronautical force which, in an emergency, 
will impose good behaviour on any 
M. Tardieu suggested that 
the League of Nations should hold 
at its disposal all batteries of long- 
range artillery, all \urships carrying 
guns of heavier calibre than eight-inch 
or of greater displacement than 10,000 
tons, and all submarine. above a tonnage 
yet to be fixed.

Logical 
as ever, France recognises that certain 
political guarantees are necessary if her 
programme is to be practical. Accordingly 
sha,demands the acceptance of compulsory 
a ation and the furnishing of precise 
guarantees by the League Council regard- 
ing the rapidity of its decisions in critical 
cases..

She owns 
gold, but she lacks arenas for its use; she 
has a powerful army and navy, but her 
population scarcely is equal to her soaring 
ambitions. “Finally, she has established a 
chain of alliances—the Little. Enténte is 
the. outstanding example—which makes 
her the most iniportant Power ‘in Europe. 
France. ig the envy of the world, and not 
unnaturally she is careful to preserve her 
position. Is it credible that, if her 
programme were adopted, the League, of 
which she would be a pre-eminent member, 
ever would loose its flying column to 
redress such grievances as that of the 
Polish corridor, or that involved in 
Austria’s anxiety to care for the future of 
her citizens by a rapprochement with her 
natural allies in Germany? No such 
thing could happen. It is the tragedy of 
all disarmament conferences at present 
that they play amiably into the hands 
of the temporarily powerful, and for this 
reason nothing valuable can be hoped from 
them until the world manifests a genuine 
change of heart. “Are the French ready 
to abandon all the weapons forbidden to 
the defeated Powers?’’ asked Viscount 
Cecil of Chelwood. There was nothing in 
M. Tardieu’s speech to. suggest such a 
readiness. 
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British Fisheties. 


Fishermen of the Free State and of 
England are brothers in adversity. The 
operations of foreign trawlers in [risa 
waters have been a serious menace for 
some time to the domestic fishing in- 
dustry, and it is pleasant to. learn that 
at last some steps are being taken to 
cope with them. A similar menace is no 
less present to England. A correspondent 
of The Times points out that, as a 
result of the activity of foreign compe- 
titors, backed by the money of 
Governments, the price of fish has fallen 
so far on the Enclish market that the 
returns of the British fisherman have 
been forced below an economic level 
Formerly the fishing industry was one of 
the healthiest of British industries; 
to-day trawlers are making voyage after 
voyage without profit, and a growing pro- 
portion of the fleet is being laid up. How 
serious is the prospect can be seen from 
the fact that some 60,000 people in the City 
of Hull alone—one-tifth of its population 
—are directly or indirectly dependent 
upon the success of the voyages. Moré 
than £10,000,000 of capital is invested in 
trawlers throughout England; nearly 
£4.000,009 is spent annually on _ stores 
and maintenance; 43,500,000 tons of 
British coal are burned in their -stoke- 
holds: a bill of £3,000,000 is paid for 
railway freightaye, and more than 
£4,000.000 is spent on wages. The new 
tariff duties will debar foreign-caught 
fish from England, but fish netted in 
British waters will be exempt. It appears, 
therefore, that Great Britain will require 
some eflicient means to protect her own 
shores from the ravages of foreign 
poachers, and the link of adversity 
between British and Irish fishermen will 
become even stronger.

The Alien Criminal. 


One of Scotland Yard's immediate 
problems is the increased activity of alien 
criminals in England. Some months ago 
the period of grace that is allowed under 
the immigration rules to foreigners coming 
to England was extended. Formerly aliens 
were required to register themselves or to 
report to the police within two months of 
their landing. It was suggested, however, 
that this rule tended to deter the 
legitimate tourist, and the” period was 
enlarged from two to three months. Since 
the change, as it appears, the alien element 
has become a serious problem. Most of 
the immigrant foreigners are unknown to 
the police, who, particularly in London. 
have their hands full and cannot spare 
time to investigate the dossier of every 
comer. Nevertheless, many criminals have 
been rounded up and sent to prison. They 
will be deported when their septences have 
expired ; but, as the police realise, they 
will be back again before many weeks are 
over. There are two or three ways to 
evade both the Aliens Order and the 
difficulty of passports, and criminals can 
come and go very much as they please 
England will do well te watch the menace : 
for she has a bitter warning in the example 
of the United States. Three-quarters of 
the American city gangs, as anybody can 
see by the names of gangsters who have 
been “ put on the spot’’ in a particularly 
lurid fashion, are immigrant aliens. 
Italians predominate, although not a few 
of the more “ distinguished ' names, for 
our sins, are Irish. It is scarcely probable 
that England will follow in the American 
path, but her police cannot be too careful.

A section of the Government supporters 
that listened to Sir Herbert Samuel s 
speech in the tariff debate yesterday has 
reached the conclusion that there is no 
room for him in the Cabinet, and that he 
and the other dissentient Ministers must 
resign.

‘spoken declaration of his views was not 


surprising. It is observed to-day that the 
Prime Minister and Mr. Baldwin regard 
the presence of the dissentients in the 
Cabinet as essential to the Nationa! 
Government, and so long as this idea is 
held it is not remarkable that their 
leader shall assume the right to state 
their opinions. At the same time there is 
a strong and growing view that Lord 
Snowden, Sir Herbert Samuel, Sir Archi- 
bald Sinclair, and Sir Donald Maclean 
shall retire from a Government with 
whose policy they disagree on vita! points. 


The Need of Unity. 


Suggestions were made in litical 
circles to-day that a meeting of the Con- 
servative Party should be called to discuss 
the situation created by Sir. Herbert 
Samuel’s speech, but they found no 
encouragement in the official quarters of 
the party. The Conservative leaders will 
not lend themselves for one moment to 
the raising of an issue which would make 
it difficult for the National Goternment to 
continue, more particularly at a moment 
when Mr. Macdonald is out of political 
life owing to his operation. 

A suggestion that the ition of the 
dissentient Ministers should be raised on 
the vote of censure debate next Monday is 
deprecated by the older members of the 
Conservative Party.

It is reported from Canada that the 
Budget to be introduced in the present 
session by the Prime Minister, in his 
eapacity of Minister of Finance, will im- 
pose a considerable increase in direct 
taxation upon the Canadian people. Polli- 
tical prophets, however, assume that 
there will be few, if any, changes in the 
tariff. in view of the meeting of the Im- 
perial Conference, for which the way 
has been cleared by abrogation of the 
trade treaty with France as from June. 
The parliamentary session is expected to 
be comparatively short, and there is a 
rumour that it will conclude by the 
middle of May or early June, so that the 
Government may have some weeks in which 
to conclude its preparations for the visit 
of the Empire statesmen. If necessary, 
the Canadian Parliament may be suni- 
moned in the autumn to ratify, on behalf 
of the Dominion, the conclusions reached 
py the Imperial Conference. 


Local Authorities. 


The King is patron of the fifth Inter- 
national Congress of Local Authorities, 
which ‘will meet in England for the first 
time at the Central Buildings, West- 
minster on May 23rd. The Congress 
met at Seville and Barcelona in 1929, and

London area on May 25th, followed by 
visits to Brighton, Canterbury, Hastings, 
Letchworth, Oxford, Welwyn and Windsor 
on the 27th. The delegates will be formed 
into parties for the purpose. Evening 
receptions will be given during this week 
by the British Government and by the 
Corporation of the City of London, the 
London School of Economics, and the 
Institute of Public Administration.

“‘In deciding to send reinforcements ‘o 
Shanghai, Japan has no other aim than 
to relieve a handful of bluejackets who 
are worn out by continuous fighting 
avainst an enemy ten times stronger, and 
to drive back the Chinese troops from the 
vicinity of the city.” 

This declaration was made to Reuter's 
correspondent to-day by Admiral Osum, 
Minister for the Navy. 

“Japan,” he continued, “ has abso- 
lutely no intention to carry out anything 
in the nature of an occupation or menace 
to British interests in the Yangtze Valley, 
but will withdraw her troops very quickly

Maguire, 
James Geoghegan, Hubert C. Hamilton, 
George Gavan Duffy, Arthur E. Clery and 
Conor A. Maguire. 


FINDINGS OF COUNSEL, 

The findings. of the counsel named are 
given in a preliminary note, and may be 
summarised as follows :— 

Having considered the _ statutes and 
authorities mentioned in this statement and 
other authorities, we dissent from the con- 
clusion.that the Irish Free State has no right 
to retain the land purchase annuities for 
its Own use. 

We are of opinion that the Irish Free 
State is entitled. to retain the land purchase 
annuities. We are also of opinion that 
there is no obligation to transmit, a sam 
equivalent to the annuities. to the British 
authorities, save: the obhgation « voluntarily 
assumed ‘under enattments of the “Parlia- 
ment of the Irish Free State itself. The. 
statement admits the right of the Free State 
Parliament to repeal its own statutes. 

The arguments and. reasons advanced in 
the statement are, in our opinion, fallacious 
and unsound, and some of the reasoning is 
irrelevant : 

THE CASE FOR RETENTION. 

The case fer the retention of the land 
purchase annuities is not fully, nor is it 
accurately, set out m the statement. ' '

Had Carnera fought with the same “‘killer’’ 
spirit which he showed against Bouquilon, in 
Paris, recently the fight would not have 
lasted one round; but the Italian wove his 
fists lightly in and out, tapping Guehring 
playfully on the face. Only in round three 
did he really put any force into his blows, 
and then Guehring’s retreating and ducking 
failed him, and he went to his corner groggy 
and bleeding. 

With lb. advantage in weight, Carnera 
could have demolished Guehring at any time, 
but he kept the fight alive, although it met 
with nothing but roars of disapproval from 
the crowd. These finally stirred him to de- 
liver some punishing blows, and Guehring, 
in the fourth round, suffered severely from 
heavy blows to the face and body, He was 
fast being punched down to the floor, when 
the bell gave him respite.
